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Here Is Law Assessor 
Took Oath to Enforce 


In his February, 8th statement rejecting the 


property reassessment program put forth by the Hope 
. School District and the local real estate association 
Hempstead County Tax Assessor Carter Sutton said 
he couldn't find any law that provided for such 
appraisal. 


Therefore, said Mr. Sutton, he could neither 


challenge nor investigate the voluntary assessment 
. 
tilings of the taxpayers. 


Obviously Mr. Sutton is severely handicapped 


in his attempt to serve as a public official. He began 
by taking an oath to carry out the law respecting 
his office — and he ends a year and a half later by 
pleading total ignorance as to what the law is.

Here is what Arkansas law says about the duties 


of a County Tax Assessor (84. 442): 


"House to house canvass of county. — In 


the year 1929, and each year thereafter, the

'' Assessor shall after the 10th day of April make 
a house-to-house canvass of his county and visit. 
each store, mill, factory, shop or other place of

business and each dwelling, farm, and all other 
places of residence located therein

manner required by law. If the Assessor shall 
find that any person or property owner has 
failed to file the assessment list by law required,

of property included therein, or has omitted 
any item of property therefrom, said Assessor 
shall assess all such persons for a per capita or 
poll tax AND SHALL APPRAISE AND ASSESS 
at such sum as in his judgment is just and 
equitable all property listed by the owner but 
not truly valued and all property which has not 
l>een listed as by law required." (Acts 1929, 
No. 172, 13, p, 841; Pope's Dig , 13664) (Cap- 
italization furnished for emphasis)

of office by non-performance, and aggravating the 
offense by expressing open hostility toward other 
public agencies which offer to help on a job he's 
not doing.
